Horrified shoppers see boy attacked in 


A 16-year-old boy was rushed to 
hospital after being attacked 
with a hammer as horrified 
town centre shoppers looked on. 

The stunned onlookers saw the boy 
being attacked in Eden Street, near 
Primark, at 3.10pm on Monday, al¬ 
legedly after a fracas broke out in 
the Bentall Centre. 

A spokeswoman for Kingston po¬ 
lice confirmed the argument spilled 
into the street and one man stole a 
hammer from a hardware store in 
Eden Street to use as a weapon. 

The teenager was taken to St 
George’s Hospital, Tooting, suffer-

ing facial injuries. 

The London Ambulance Service 
confirmed it sent an ambulance and 
duty manager to the scene and took 
the boy to hospital as a “priority 
case”. 

The boy was treated for facial in¬ 
juries and released from hospital on 
Tuesday morning. 

During a routine patrol, officers 
from Kingston police’s safer trans¬ 
port team (STT) came across four 
men, all under 20, fighting in Eden 


Street with a hammer. 

The type of hammer was not 
known, but it was stolen from a crate 
outside Kingston Tools in Eden 
Street. 

Peter Champion, from Kingston 
Tools, said: “We didn’t see anything 
and didn’t know anything had been 
taken until after the incident, be¬ 
cause of all the commotion going 
on.” 

A young mother, who witnessed 
the assault and contacted the Surrey 
Comet anonymously, said: “There 
was a terrible commotion and it 
looked like a young boy had been 
pretty badly hurt. 


“People were panicking because 
Kingston is usually such a safe town 
centre and this was a Monday after¬ 
noon, for goodness’ sake. What is the 
world coming to? 

“It was a frightening thing to wit¬ 
ness.” 

Eden Street was closed to traffic 
for several hours on Monday after¬ 
noon and temporary bus stops were 
set up in Wheatfield Way. 

□ Two men, aged 17 and 19 from 
Chiswick, were arrested in 
Thames Street after the incident 
and remain in police custody 
while investigations continue.

Two medical students who 
were forced to temporarily 
drop out of university after 
they were bottled and robbed at 
Surbiton station have vowed to 
return to their studies this 
month. 

Christine Emerson and Lisa 
Tomkins were both 20 when 
they were attacked while re¬ 
turning from a shopping trip 
on January 10 this year. 

The sentencing of their at¬ 
tacker Marko Kontestabile, 22, 
was postponed for the sixth 
time on Friday, August 29, 
while he has 10 weeks of psy¬ 
chiatric testing at a private hos¬ 
pital. 

The court will then decide if 
he should be sent to a normal 
prison or psychiatric hospital 
for the rest of his sentence. 

Police said both women were 
so traumatised by their attack 
that they deferred their studies 
and one of them chose to move 
away from the area. They had 
hoped he would be sentenced 
before the start of the universi-

ty term so they could put the 
ordeal behind them. 

Kontestabile, of no fixed ad¬ 
dress, had only moved to the 
UK from Slovenia a few days 
before the attack and had been 
looking to get a job as a care 
worker. 

He told police he robbed the 
girls of their shopping bags 
and hit them over the head 


with a bottle because he was 
hungry and was looking for 
food. 

Investigating officer Detec¬ 
tive Sergeant Tony Burman, 
from British Transport Police, 
said: “The worrying thing is if 
he hadn’t been arrested, there’s 
no doubt he would have got a 
job in the healthcare system.” 

He criticised the courts for 
taking so long to bring Kon¬ 
testabile to justice, adding: “I’m 
a little bit baffled as to the pub¬ 
lic expense of it all. Consider¬ 
ing he was just in the UK for a 
few days we have spent thou¬ 
sands of pounds on it. 

“Obviously they think the 
case is serious enough to be 
warranting a lengthy sentence 
so they are making sure he’s as¬ 
sessed before deciding what 
prison he should go to.” 

Kontestabile will have his 
psychiatric report presented to 
Southwark Crown Court on 
November 14 and is due to be 
sentenced on November 21.

Drunk spat at police officers 
after smashing up ex’s home 


A Surbiton man who smashed up his 
girlfriend’s flat during a drunken ar¬ 
gument, before spitting at a police of¬ 
ficer, was told alcohol seemed a major 
part of his problem. 

On August 28, Kingston Magis¬ 
trates’ Court heard that Hannah Lam- 
bourne returned to her Brighton 
Road flat after a night out on August 
21 to find her then ex-boyfriend, 
Michael Anthony Sanderson, sitting 
on her sofa watching TV while appar¬ 
ently drunk. 

Liz West, prosecuting, told the court 
an argument began in which Sander¬ 
son verbally abused Miss Lambourne 
before punching his fist through a 
window, throwing things around the 


kitchen and breaking a door by kick¬ 
ing it. 

When police arrived they found 
Sanderson in a neighbour’s flat with 
injuries to his head and left hand, 
and had to use force to restrain him - 
force that Sanderson said he felt was 
excessive. 

It was while being restrained that 
the 24-year-old spat at PC Mitchell, 
although he subsequently apologised 
to the officer after being taken to hos¬ 
pital to get treatment for his wounds. 

Sanderson will be sentenced on 
September 18.

Over-budget theatre 
costs taxpayer £9m

Kingston’s Rose Theatre has cost 
each taxpaying household at least 
£180, it can be revealed, after a fur¬ 
ther overspend on the project was 
unearthed. 

The theatre, which opened in 
January, has now gone more than 
£850,000 over budget, leaving the 
total cost to the taxpayer at nearly 
£9m, Kingston Council has admit¬ 
ted. 

The revelation has led to calls for 
the leader of the council, Council¬ 
lor Derek Osbourne, to resign be¬ 
cause he insisted earlier this year 
that the overspend was no more 
than £600,000. 

Councillor Howard Jones, leader 
of the opposition, said: “It’s either 
a question that they can’t do the 
sums themselves or they have 
been deliberately misleading the 
council and the public. 

“I think Councillor Osbourne 
should resign over it personally. 
It’s another example of their fi¬ 
nancial incompetence.” 

The additional spend of £266,000 
was uncovered recently in a sepa¬ 
rate budget for equipment, and has 
been put down to higher costs and 
consultancy fees for the lighting 
rig, furniture, fittings and IT. 

Deputy council leader Council¬ 
lor Barry O’Mahony accepted 
there was an overspend but hit 
back at the “inter-party bicker¬ 


ing”, claiming it was hindering 
the theatre’s chances of securing 
funding from local companies and 
the Arts Council. 

He said: “One or two businesses 
in the town have been holding 
back because they have been made 
nervous because of the politics. 

“We still own the theatre and its 
contents. There isn’t money being 
thrown down the drain here.” 

He said no more public money 


would be used to keep the theatre 
afloat in future. 

The Kingston Guardian reported 
in May that the theatre had gone 
£350,000 over budget because of a 
lack of legroom that needed to be 
rectified. The council admitted 
going over by another £250,000 
elsewhere during the building of 
the theatre.

Petsville International, in Richmond 
Road, has denied any wrongdoing after it 
was accused of keeping up to 20 dogs in 
cramped cages and buying them in from 
unscrupulous puppy-farm dealers in Ire¬ 
land. 

The practice is fiercely opposed by ani¬ 
mal rights campaigners and involves dogs 
being “over-bred” in cramped conditions. 
Young puppies are then transported hun¬ 
dreds of miles in cages. 

Investigators who visited Petsville in 
Kingston, with a reporter from the Daily 
Mail newspaper, were concerned about 
dogs with weepy eyes and in a dirty state. 

They claimed the paperwork was illegi¬ 
ble, making it hard to trace the dealers, 
and prospective buyers were not able to 
see the puppies’ mothers, something the 
RSPCA recommends.

Owners at the shop have vehemently de¬ 
nied the allegations, insisting that all 
their puppies are bought from licensed 
breeders or local families. 

A spokesman for the company con¬ 
firmed he had bought dogs from Ireland 
but denied having links with Ireland’s 
biggest puppy farmer, John Boland. 

He said the dogs mentioned in the Daily 
Mail investigation were given a clean bill 
of health by vets afterwards and the cage 
sizes were “more than adequate” accord¬ 
ing to a national charter. 

Four complaints have been made to 
Kingston Council about the health of the 
company’s dogs, but none have been sub¬ 
stantiated.

Girls ready to learn about world 


A group of schoolgirls are about to embark 
on a radical transformation from ladette to 
lady, as part of a new scheme in Kingston.

The girls will also be given a small budget 
to stage a community event and will be en¬ 
couraged to keep a journal to reflect on 
their journey through the programme.

More than just baby blues 


Having a baby is hailed as one 
of life’s greatest joys. And 
those precious early moments, 
such as picking a name, choos¬ 
ing a colour for the nursery 
and counting those tiny fin¬ 
gers, should be full of excite¬ 
ment about the future. 

But for a number of women, 
the experience is not the bliss 
they were hoping for. 

Between 10 and 15 per cent of 
all mothers of healthy chil¬ 
dren will suffer from postnatal 
depression (PND), and just as 
many feel depressed during 


the pregnancy as afterwards. 

It can come as a huge blow at 
a time when women are ex¬ 
pected to be at their happiest. 

Dr Andrew Kent, consultant 
perinatal psychiatrist at South 
West London and St George’s 
Mental Health Trust, said: 
“Any of us who’ve been par¬ 
ents have high expectations. 

“We go into pregnancy think¬ 
ing everything will be wonder¬ 
ful, and for many of us it’s not. 
It can be very upsetting.” 

It is not known who will suf¬ 
fer from PND, but it is thought 


to be triggered by a combina¬ 
tion of genetic vulnerability 
and life events. 

Although having a baby is 
usually seen as a positive expe¬ 
rience, it is nonetheless a 
major event in a person’s life 
and the associated stress can 
have an adverse effect. 

Symptoms of PND are simi¬ 
lar to those of depression at 
other times in life, with low 
mood, more tiredness and fa¬ 
tigue than normal, and a di¬ 
minished capacity for 
enjoyment being the core 


signs of the condition. 

Sufferers can also experi¬ 
ence a loss of appetite, a sense 
of hopelessness and despair 
and lack of sleep - making the 
depression at times tricky to 
spot, because sleeplessness is 
often part and parcel of deal¬ 
ing with a new baby 

Another associated problem 
that many depressed new 
mums fear is difficulty in 
forming an attachment to the 
new child. 

If left untreated, this can 
have risks for the baby, and for

boy babies in particular can 
lead to lower IQ levels. 

But Dr Kent stressed that 
many mothers with PND have 
no trouble bonding with their 
child at all. 

“It’s important not to panic if 
you don’t experience the full 
bond immediately,” he said. 

“There’s a wide range of ex¬ 
perience. Some people are 
bonded from the word go. And 
for others it is a bit delayed.” 

One thing is clear though. 
Seeking help for PND is better 
than hoping it will go away of 
its own accord, and Dr Kent 
said treatment will speed up 
the recovery 

This comes in the form of 
medication, psychological 
help such as cognitive be¬ 
havioural therapy and support 
groups, and social help to ad¬ 
dress any other factors that 
could be adversely affecting 
the new mum. 

And if a woman has already 
suffered from the condition, 
her chances of getting it again 
are one in four, so those with a 
history of depression or PND

could benefit from contacting 
their doctor in advance to 
work out a plan of care. 

“You can’t avoid life’s stress¬ 
es,” said Dr Kent. 

“But if you have a history of 
PND then thinking about en¬ 
suring you get a good night’s 
sleep and what support your 
family can give is important.” 


Jennifer’s story 

Jennifer*, in her 30s, has two 
young children and suffered 
from depression following 
the birth of each one. 

“I was incredibly low and felt 
like a complete failure. Even if 
the baby was well behaved, 
everything seemed overwhelm¬ 


ing and such hard work. I would 
phone my husband at work and 
say ‘Can you come home?’ I felt 
isolated. It was incredibly 
disappointing because when 
you’re pregnant you think you 
and the child will be so close.”

Miss Vig realised very little was 
being done to teach pupils about 
climate change and conservation, 
despite the rapid construction and 
building taking place in the area. 

She said: “Dubai is a developing 
area with a vast programme of 
building work and, as these dramat¬ 
ic improvements take place, I felt it 
was important to create awareness 
of ecological issues, especially 
among children. 


“I had learned a lot about green 
issues during my time at Kingston 
and wanted to help my pupils to 
understand the importance of look¬ 
ing after the planet for future gener¬ 
ations.” 

Miss Vig also devised a series of 
lessons on the environment and 
helped children create a mural 
showing the three Rs - reduce, re¬ 
use and recycle. 

Pupils also nominate pairs of 
eco-warriors from their class, who 
are given the task of helping their 
class cut its carbon footprint 
through switching off lights, water 
taps and sprinklers. 


Projects in the pipeline for the new 
term include a fashion show, with 
pupils modelling clothes they have 
made from recycled goods, the 
school’s first green day and a clean¬ 
up of the beach at popular tourist 
location Jumeirah. 

Principal lecturer Andrew Powell, 
from Kingston University’s school of 
education, said: “The work she has 
done in Dubai is an example of how 
teachers really do play an important 
role, not only the education of their 
class, but of the whole community.”

Tell me about the Stagecoach 
movement. 

My mother-in-law Stephanie start¬ 
ed it in 1988. She was ferrying Paul 
to separate dance and drama and 
singing lessons and she thought 
why couldn’t the lessons be in one 
place at one time to save parents 
running around like crazy The rest 
is history! 

How did you get involved in run¬ 
ning the Kingston school? 

I met Paul in 1999 when I was part of 
the stage crew in Les Miserables 
and he was playing Enjolras.

’Roc the house 

Volkswagen could well be onto a winner 
with the latest Scirocco writes Andy Enright 


Volkswagen could well be onto a win¬ 
ner with the latest Scirocco. It’s good 
looking, benefits from access to some 
great engines and is solidly built. A 
whole generation of 30 and 40-some- 
thing nostalgists will also love to 
own the car they were too young for 
first time round. 

Key to the advances made by the 
Scirocco are new dynamic aids. All 
models feature advanced adaptive 
chassis control offering three driver- 
selected settings - comfort, normal 
and sport. The system’s influence ex¬ 
tends to the steering system: should 
‘sport’ be selected, the steering firms 
up to provide more feel, while ‘com¬ 
fort’ mode makes the steering lighter 
and easier to operate at low speeds or 
around town. 

The Scirocco’s sharp dynamics are 
linked to a range of powerful yet effi¬ 
cient petrol and diesel engines. 
Launch models (which cost £20,940) 
get a 2.0-litre TSI four-cylinder en¬ 


gine developing 200 PS and driving 
through the front wheels via a choice 
of six-speed manual or six-speed 
DSG gearboxes. The importers have 
planned for two trim levels - stan¬ 
dard and ‘GT’. You can also talk to 
your dealer about a 1.4-litre TSI 
160PS petrol version, or a 2.0-litre 
TDI common rail diesel model with 
140PS and a combined economy of 
around 52 mpg. 

Inside the car, there’s a lot to grab 
the interest. A contoured, flat-bot¬ 
tomed sports steering wheel frames 
dials that glow white at night. The 
interior is airy and light, and the op¬ 
tion of an electrically-operated 
panoramic sunroof further empha¬ 
sises the feeling of spaciousness. 
There’s a reasonably wide boot aper¬ 
ture which opens up 292 litres of lug¬ 
gage space. Fold the split rear seats 
down and you’ve got 755 litres. The 
Scirocco features four, individual 
sculpted seats finished in a choice of 


either cloth or leather. The sports 
seats aren’t just restricted to those 
up front - the contoured rear seats 
feature integrated headrests to offer 
plenty of support. Proportions for 
the new Scirocco are classically 
short, low and wide although it has 
needed to run on existing Golf me¬ 
chanicals. The vehicle measures 
4,256 mm long, 1,404 mm high and 
1,810 mm wide. 

A comprehensive range of safety 
features is fitted to the Scirocco as 
standard. These include six airbags, 
Electronic Stabilisation Programme 
(ESP) and ABS with Hydraulic 
Brake Assist. With prices starting at 
around £20,000, the Scirocco taps 
into a market that’s been rather ne¬ 


glected in recent years but which is 
now showing signs of a resurgence. 
The Audi TT has gradually migrated 
further upscale, leaving cars like the 
Alfa GT, the Mercedes CLC and the 
Volvo C30 to duke it out. The Sciroc¬ 
co will have the instant advantage of 
having the best engine in the sector 
at this price point in the 2.0T-FSI 
unit. 

It’s good looking, it gets some of 
the best engines available to Volk¬ 
swagen, it’s priced fairly aggressive¬ 
ly and it’s engineered like few other 
coupes in its class. 

If success could be guaranteed by 
ruthlessly ticking these boxes, Volk¬ 
swagen must think it has a winner 
on its hands already.

Puckle up for a cup final 
thriller, says skipper Giles

“Tony is still at the club, but 
he has been doing a lot of trav¬ 
elling recently because he still 
hasn’t sold his house in 
Devon,” he said. 

“We always knew that would 
be the case and it is just tempo¬ 
rary while he gets himself 
sorted. 

“He won’t go to any other 
club around here, but he may 
decide to stay where he is. We 
can only see how things go.” 

Dowson has admitted he is 
hunting one or two additions 
to the squad, despite watching 
his team make an unbeaten 
start to the campaign.
